Hunting Method To Put It 
In Human Diet For 
Vitamin. 


Washington 
tAP>—A means of 
ftdjusting cottonseed meal to the 
hum an diet is sought as the result 
of the accidental discovery of vita­ 
min C r in the meal. 
If cottonseed meal could be so 
utilized, it would add millions of 
dollars to the income of American 
cotton farmers. 
Henry 
Stevens, 
department 
of 
agriculture chemist, made the dis­ 
covery 
while 
feeding 
cottonseed 
meal to rats in a protein experi­ 
ment. 
No Difference 
He suddenly realized that rats on 
a cottonseed meal diet showed no 
physical 
difference 
from 
those 
whose diet included the vitamin. 
The importance of vitamin G is 
its use in combating pellagra, a 
disease 
peculiar 
to 
the 
south. 
Stevens’ work demonstrates that 
cottonseed meal, even in the unre­ 
fined state. Is the only substance 
that approximates yeast as a source 
of both vitamin G and vitamin B. 
Whether cottonseed meal can be 
made fit for human consumption de­ 
pends on whether chemists find a 
way to eliminate the toxic sub­ 
stance in it. 
The meal now represents what is 
considered the greatest untapped 
source of proteins, some chemists 
holding that it Contains all the pro­ 
tein necessary to the human diet. 
Cattle Feed 
Even 
though 
cottonseed 
meal 
commonly Is used as a cattle feed, 
it has to be given in moderate 
nmounts because of the toxic sub­ 
stance which, when present in large 
quantities, results in the production 
of deformed calves. 
While nutrition studies have yet 
to suggest a possible form in which 
the meal could be used as food they 
do not have the handicap of an un­ 
savory 
aroma. Unlike cottonseed 
oil fresh meal has a pleasant odor. 
Due to the proteins it has a ten­ 
dency to become rancid with age 
Chemists believe a wfty will be 
found to insure a sufficiently pleas­ 
ant taste and preservation, once 
they are able to eliminate the toxic 
element. Until 
that 
occurs 
the 
chief interest in the discovery of 
vitamin G in cottonseed meal Cen­ 
ters around its use in the treatment 
of pellagra.. 
Vitamin G is a substance of un­ 
known chemical composition and is 
fodnd in lean meat, fish, eggs and 
milk.
